To  the  ( 'hairman  and  Mernbers  of  the  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  again  presenting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report.  The  town  is  still  growing  steadily,  during  the  last 
ten  years  the  population  has  increased  50  per  cent,  and  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  from  1345  to  2000  Building 
operations  have  not  been  very  brisk  during  the  past  year 
owing  to  the  depres.sion  in  trade,  still  we  have  not  suffered 
to  the  same  extent  as  many  other  places  have  done. 

Sanitary  Conditions  and  Progress  : Water  Supply — 
The  town  has  a supply  of  good  pure  water,  derived  from  a 
pumping  station  about  two  miles  away.  Besides  the  well 
and  bore  hole  there  is  a small  reservoir  capable  of  holding 
rather  less  than  a week’s  supply.  In  my  last  report  I went 
into  figures  which  went  to  show  that  in  a dry  season  we 
had  no  reserve  supply.  Your  water  manager  thought  there 
was  considerable  waste,  also  that  the  present  method  of 
calculation,  viz  : by  the  number  of  revolutions  of  the  pumps 
per  minute  w'as  very  inaccurate  He  therefore  advised  you 
to  put  in  a Venturi  Metre  by  which  means  one  will  be  able 
to  register  indirectly  the  daily  consumption  for  all  purposes, 
also, to  obtain  reliable  data  for  future  extensions  which  must 
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come  shortly  to  meet  the  requirements  of  our  growing" 
population.  Some  doubt  was  cast  on  the  purity  of  our 
water  so  I obtained  an  analytical  report  from  the  County

Remarks — There  is  only  one  feature  which  calls  for  special 
comment  in  regard  to  this  water  and  that  is  the  presence  of 
rather  more  free  ammonia  than  one  expects  to  find  in  an 
upland  surface  water  ; this  would  seem  to  be  due  to  the 
presence  of  leafy  matter  on  the  gathering  grounds.  The 
water  is  organically  pure  and  very  soft  and  is  well  suited  for 
domestic  and  drinking  purposes. 

There  has  been  no  curtailment  of  supply  to  the  town.  The 
reservoir  has  been  thoroughly  cleansed  as  usual. 

During  the  year  250  yards  of  new  3in.  mains  were  laid,  also 
6 yards  of  4in.,  whilst  5 additional  Hydrants  were  added. 
.All  new  houses  have  been  supplied  with  water 

Sewage  and  Drainage. — The  town  with  the  exception  of 
Lane  Bottom  and  Gillions  has  a complete  system  of  drainage. 
The  works  which  are  situated  at  Reed  Ing  are  quite  unable 
to  deal  with  the  sewage  at  the  present  time  sent  down.  A 
loan  of  £8000  has  been  sanctioned  by  Local  Government 
Board  for  the  payment  of  extensions  Plans  were  submitted 
but  a hitch  occurred  in  the  purchase  of  land,  this 
necessitated  an  amendment  of  the  plans  so  as  to  do  away 
with  land  treatment  altogether.  The  Council  are  daily 
expecting  the  final  approval  of  the  L G.  B.  Until  the  new 
works  are  completed  it  is  impossible  to  turn  a satisfactory 
effluent  into  the  stream.  The  various  new  sewers  laid  are 
tabulated  and  given  further  on  in  the  Surveyor’s  Report. 

The  Scavenging  is  done  by  the  sanitary  staff.  A 
great  improvement  has  been  noticeable  for  the  last  few  years 
but  one  thing  might  be  improved  and  that  is  the  streets 
might  be  kept  cleaner  of  mud  than  at  present.  The  paving 
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of  private  and  back  streets  has  been  proceeded  with  during 
the  year.  There  are  still  many  to  do  and  the  Council  would 
do  well  not  to  neglect  the  back  courts. 

Public  Inquiries.  — On  August  14th  of  this  year  P'.  H. 
Tullnck,  Esq.,  held  a public  enquiry  concerning  a loan  of 
£250  for  a Water  Meter  (Venturi)  and  Meter  House. 
Sanction  has  been  given 

Bye-Laws,  &c. — The  Council  adopted  the  model  bye- 
laws, with  certain  modifications,  with  respect  to  “ New 
Streets  and  Buildings,”  “ Slaughter-Houses,”  “ Common 
Lodging-Houses,”  and  “ Nuisances,”  and  those  were  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Local  Government  Board,  August  25th,  1891. 
It  has  also  adopted  a form  of  regulations  under  the  “The 
Dairies,  Cow-sheds  and  Milk-shops  Order,  1885,”  and  these 
were  sealed  August  5th,  1891  Bye-laws  relating  to 
offensive  trades  have  been  adopted,  received  sanction  on 
August  30th,  1901. 

Acts  of  Parliament  Adopted.  — “ The  Infectious 
Diseases  (Notification)  Act  1889,”  and  “ The  Infectious 
Diseases  (Prevention)  Act  1890,”  were  adopted  in  April, 
and  came  into  force  on  May  21st,  1895  Parts  HI  and  IV. 
of  “ The  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act,  1890)  ” were 
adopted  ; Part  IV.  came  into  operation  on  January  13th, 
189C.  “The  Private  Streets  Works  Act  1892  ” was  adopted 
October  23rd,  and  came  into  force  on  November  25th,  1895. 


Population. — The  population  at  the  census  was  returned 
at  6382  ; for  the  middle  year,  1908,  I have  estimated  it  at 
9000,  which  has  proved  to  be  nearly  correct. 

Births. — The  total  births  registered  during  the  year  were 
218  (113  males  and  105  females)  or  17  more  than  last  year. 
The  birth  rate  is  24‘2  against  24'5  last  year.  It  is 
considerably  below  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years 

Deaths. — The  total  deaths  returned  were  104  (48  males 
and  56  females)  a decrease  of  25  compared  with  last  year. 
The  mortality  rate  is  11-55.  The  still  births  for  the  year 
numbered  19  against  14  for  the  previous  year.

One  very  pleasing  feature  is  the  low  infant  death  rate, 
viz. : 114.  This,  with  the  exception  of  1905,  when  it  w'as  94'4  is 
the  lowest  by  far  in  the  past  decade.  If  parents  would  only 
appreciate  that  a vast  number  of  little  ones  loose  their  lives 
owing  to  improper  feeding,  the  number  annually  sacrificed 
would  be  still  further  diminished.

The  uncertified  deaths  were  attributed  to  Bronchitis,  Heart 
Disease,  Convulsions,  and  Premature  Birth. 
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In  Table  III  at  the  end  of  the  report  you  will  find  the  45 
cases  which  were  notified  durin*^  the  year  under  “ The 
Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act  ” classified  under  their 
various  heads,  giving  the  numbers  at  the  respective  ages  at 
which  they  occurred  In  1907  the  number  notified  was  19. 
The  Notification  of  Births  Act  1907,  is  not  in  force  here 

Measles.  At  the  end  of  last  year  we  were  suffering  from 
an  epidemic  of  Measles,  this  continued  during  the  first  month 
of  this  year  and  then  died  out.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type. 
No  deaths  occured. 

Sc.ARLET  Fever.  We  have  had  a serious  outbreak  of  this 
disease  There  were  only  three  cases  between  April  and  June 
which  were  immediately  removed  to  the  Hospital  and  isolated. 
In  September  a case  was  imported  into  the  town.  More 
occurred  in  October  when  a child  was  found  in  the  peelings 
stave  in  the  Rainhall  Road  School  and  another  in  the  Gisburn 

o 

Road  School.  These  Schools  were  immediately  cleansed  and 
fumigated,  but  a general  spread  of  the  disease  took  place,  the 
Hospital  got  crowded  and  many  cases  remained  at  their  homes 
I felt  sure  that  there  w'as  some  concealment  of  the  disease 
which  unfortunately  proved  to  be  only  too  correct,  a prosecu- 
tion and  conviction  resulting.  Hand  bills  and  warning  notices 
were  drawn  up  and  circulated  from  house  to  house.  1 regret 
to  say  the  epidemic  is  still  going  on.  Only  one  death  has 
occurred  from  this  disease.  1 would  point  out  to  you  that 
your  accommodation  at  the  Infectious  Hospital  is  quite 
inadequate  for  an  epidemic  of  any  size  It  is  unsatisfactory 
even  as  it  is,  the  block  which  is  used  for  Scarlet  Fever  being 
really  intended  for  Typhoid.  There  is  no  receiving  room  or 
bathing  out  room.  I would  strongly  advise  you  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  putting  up  the  Scarlet  Fever  block  w’hich 
W'as  originally  intended.  I would  point  out  to  you  that  the 
population  of  this  place  has  increased  nearly  50  per  cent,  since 
the  hospital  was  opened  and  that  one  cannot  reasonably  hope 
to  cope  with  an  epidemic  unless  means  are  at  hand  to  do  so. 

Diarrhcea.  We  had  the  usual  Autumnal  outbreak  of 
diarrhoea  but  > ot  as  many  cases  as  one  generally  gets  Only 
two  deaths  occurred  from  it  and  enteritis  both  in  young 
children. 

Diphtheria.  Of  this  disease  we  have  only  had  one  case 
which  was  a mild  one.  All  other  Zymotic  disease  1 am  pleased 
to  state  has  been  conspicuous  by  its  absence.  The  Zymotic 
death  rate  is  very  low  this  year  being  only  ’66  per  1000. 

Slaughter  Houses.  The  Slaughter  Houses  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  are  kept  in  a much  better  condition 


than  formerly  and  are  altogether  more  cleanly.  They  are  all 
registered. 

Noxious  Trades.  Under  this  head  there  are  two  tripe 
boilers,  their  premises  are  regularly  inspected  and  have  been 
found  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  There  is  only  one  in  the  town, 
it  is  quite  modern  and  kept  satisfactorily. 

Smoke  Abatement.  Observations  have  been  taken  as 
usual  with  satisfactory  results. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — The  Cowsheds  have  not  been 
systematically  inspected  this  year  owing  to  the  great  amount 
of  other  work  on  hand,  but  the  Dairies  have  been.  They  are 
clean  and  well  kept  The  Council  have  had  a set  of  regula- 
tions printed. 

Tuberculosis. — There  is  no  system  of  n )tification  for 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  this  district  and  no 
special  disinfection  of  the  houses  has  been  done  after  a death. 
We  have  no  hospital  accommodation  for  such  cases  in  the 
district. 

Midwives  Act. — The  Mid  wives  are  supervised  here  and 
everything  is  done  to  see  that  they  work  to  the  regulations 
as  far  as  possible. 

Education  .'\ct,  I'.'OT  —The  Council  are  not  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  The  medical  inspec- 
tion of  school  children  is  undertaken  by  Special  Medical 
Inspectors  appointed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

Meteorological  Returns. — I give  below  a table  of  the 
rainfall  for  the  year,  taken  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Also 
the  highest  and  lowest  mean  temperature  for  each  month.
